Heh, heh, I can predict without too much fear of contradiction that Dave 
is quite familiar with it - he referred to it as "unusual accessory 
drawer" in his post. :-) There are several variations of four 
different adapters for the generic command receivers, some of which are 
super rare. With two exceptions they are all black wrinkle painted. 

For the purist they can be categorized as follows: 


Blank filler panel - has removal knob and internal jumper to enable use 

of remote control. The SCR-274N versions come in both black wrinkle and 
bare aluminum. CBY-49109 for the RAT and RAVs, CBY-49107 for the ARAs, 

FT-230 for the SCR-274Ns, and MX-21/ARC-5 for the ARC-5 receivers. 

These are the most common adapters. 


"Local" control - has volume control and MCW-OFF-CW switch mounted on 
panel. Variations include serial number plate in lower left corner (RAT 
and RAV series - CBY-23154), blockoff tab on switch to disable CW 
position (for R-112/R-113 tunable VHF ARC-5 receivers - perhaps 200 
made), and the more common FT-260A (SCR-274N) and C-24/ARC-5. No ARA 
versions are listed in the ARC manual, though one may have been added in 
the later Stromberg Carlson contract - don't have time to check 

tonight. All of these are fairly rare. 


Audio adapter - ARC-5 only - has small three pin ARC type connector 
mounted in center for instrument landing equipment - designated 
MX-19/ARC-5. Quite rare - not widely used even in the original system. 


Power adapter - has 5 pin banana plug type pins for uses such as range 
adapters and LM freq meter power. The ARA version has both a blue 
nomenclature label and a red warning one on the front (CBY-62036). The 
SCR-274N (FT-310-A) had two black labels, and there was also a bare 
aluminum variation for this set. The ARC-5 version has a single red 
warning label to the right of the connector and is designated 
MX-20/ARC-5. Rarer than the blank fillers, but reasonably common 
otherwise. 


Way more than anyone wants to know, but it's late and my better 
judgement has escaped me...

If the station QSY's to 7103 then I should hear a 3 Ke tone coming from my 
speaker. If I then adjust the BFO in the "+" direction I should again get 
a zero beat with the BFO set at approximately "+3KC".

Hi Anchorites, 


Many thanks for the power supply info. I picked up the "RBB" without a 
power supply last night. The case says RBB-1 at 0.5 to 4 Mhz, but the freq 
range is 4.0 to 27 which means that the receiver is in fact an RBC. Much to 
my surprise, the PS requirements are listed right on the receiver 
nomenclature tag! Now that's the way to do things! Tag says 105 at 5 ma, 
200 at 78 ma, 17 VAC at 0.6 amps, and 6.3 at 5 amps. The tag also says it 
is a CRV-46148 which I assume will cross to an RBC. The ballast is still 
inside. The power cable appears to be homebrew with an octal plug the 
connections of which I will trace out. 


Somewhere out there, somebody had the RBB with an RBC case, probably 
deep-sixed by now. AFAIK, the cases are the same but the case tag is 
unique to the model. I will remove the RBB tag or put it back on face 
down. Will swap tags if you are on the other end of a similar case swap. 


Thanks to Bill W8FIX, Andy W., Bob W9RAN, Brian K7AIS, and Russ W2DYY for 
supplying PS info and various pieces of advice on this tough 82 pound truly 
on-the-boat anchor.

Your comment about your posting, that is was "way more than anyone wants to 
know" certainly does not apply to me. I really appreciate seeing someone 
put all of the information together in one place. I had never known that 
those large front connectors could be used for an LM. Now I'll have to look 
more closely at those LMs without power supplies that seem to show up quite 
often and pick one up that has no external mods. 


Also, one of the blank filler panels I have collected over the years from 
junker receivers is made of shiny black plastic. As I recall it has a 
manufacturer name on it but I'm not sure what it says.... Perhaps Western 
Electric? Anyway, it seems a little unusual and you didn't mention plastic 
ones. I suppose someone was trying to save the aluminum for better 
purposes. I don't suppose anyone ever built any more of a command set 
receiver out of plastic though, but it would have been interesting :-)
